WARSAW, Sept. 26 (Reuters), 
-The Polish State Bank has 
announced ἃ major easing of 
restrictions governing the amount 
of Western currency Poles are 
allowed to take with them when 
they travel abroad. 

Beginning in October, the daily

2.5 Million, a Record, Added 
To U.S. Poverty Roll in 1975

WASHINGTON, Sent. 26 
(N¥T)—The number of poor 
persons in the United States in- 
creased by 2.5 million last year, 
the largest increase in a fear 
since the government began keep- 
ing poverty statistics in 1959. 


The Bureau of the Census, in 
making public its annual survey 
ef incomes yesterday. Said that 
the increase in the number of 
persons living in poverty was 
“quite pervasive.” extending to 
every group in the population. 


However, the figures showed 
that the largest proportional in- 
creases occurred among those 
who do not ordinarily dominate 
the poverty  statistics—whites. 
families with a male head and 
those who are not el¢2rly. 

‘The census report also showed 
that while median family income 
rose by $817 to $13,729 last rear. 
inflation cut the real purchasins 
power of the typical family by 
26 per cent. 

2d Straight Tear 

Last year was the second 
straight and the fourth out of 
the last six yeats in which the 
purchasing power of the median 
U.S. family declined.

That Henry Kissinger was able to win the 
consent of Ian Smith—and that of his party 
«-ἴὸ the British proposal for a two-year 
transition to black majority rule in Rhodesia 
is unquestionably. a great persenal triumph 
for the secretary of state and a real hope for 
southern Africa, But while the triumph may 
always be credited to Mr. Kissinger, the hope 
—as he was among the first to point out— 
{s still only that. The climax of the African 
shuttle diplomacy may hare. in President

The African blacks do not trust Mr. Smith. 
with good reason. But if the Rhodesian 
Prime Minister does have any hidden plans 
to overturn the program he has put forward 
for moving toward majority rule, it would 
seem that he is counting on the blacks to 
imp:ement them, A cessation of guerrilla 
activities is a precondition for the interim 
government he projects.

And one 
of the by-products would probably be the 
end of what is left of détente, of the ideal 
of. peaceful co-existence, among nations 
elsewhere.

Now it seems to be fining down to the Issue, 


of “which blacks?” They can damage them- 
selves severely if they fight over this rather 
than work out a plan to substitute ballots 


tor bullets. 


Nuclear Second Thoughts 


Two Buropean developments of recent days 
should give pause to the proponents of 
nuclear power as the best possible answer to 
the world's insatiable demands for energy. 
Sweden's Premier Olof Palme blamed- the 
defeat of his government on its program for 
greatly expanding that country’s production 
of atomic energy, and in London ἃ royal 
commission recommended that further ex- 
pansion of England's nuclear plant capacity 
“be postponed as long as possible.” 

The commission’s report—released after 2 
study of two and a half years—is 811 the 
more significant for the fact that Britain 
was first to build an atomic reactor for the 
generation of electricity and that Sir Brian 
Flowers. the commission's chairman and a 
noted atomic physicist, was for years 8 lead- 
ing advocate of that country’s nuclear weap- 
ons and power programs. Obviously, neither 
he nor the commission can be charged with 
the kind of ill-informed prejudice and need- 
less timidity that have been so fairly im- 
puted to eritics in the United States who 
have been warning against the dangers of 
over-reliance on the split atom as 4 source 
of power. 

Although the commission's report found a 
risk in the spread of conventional nuclear 
plants to technologically backward nations. 
its emphasis was on the dangers of the fast 
breeder. which produces more plutonium 
than 1t uses. An accident to this reactor 


No Winner, 


Who won? 

Tht is the question the experts wotid like 
to be able to answer after the first of the 
presidential debates. The polisters will add 
up the percentages and publish their incon- 
elusive conclusions. The politicians will 
claim victory for their side and assign defeat 
to the opposition. 

The plain fact is that the first of the 
debates brought neither victory nor defeat 
to Gerald Ford or Jimmy Carter. It που 
be Surprising ΠῚ either candidate had gene- 
rated in the vast and curious audience any 
fervent enthusiasm. Or. for that matter, 
antagonism. 

Messrs Ford and Carter sutfered from a 
Revere case of overbriefing that filtered per- 
sonal authenticity out of their responses. 
They came with too many prepackaged an- 
sewers They had too many statistics to un- 
leash, too many prepared positions to which 
to retreat under challenge Cautious and 
predictable staff work left too little room for 
the candidates’ personality and principles to 
assert themselves. 

Under pressure to be ‘specific’ about the 
{ssues. Carter—and to an only slightiy lesser 
degree Ford as well—tried too hard to 
translate the future into hard cash figures. 
It is futile and even misleading to pledge a 
valanced budget at some definite point 
several years hence. Or to spell out a pre- 
eise schedule for tax reform or for public 
Spending. Both candidates surely Enow the 
Umitations of the president's powers in 
@uch legislative matters. 

While trying tao hard to be specific about 
hat is beynnd their personal control, 


” could be expected to take a tall of from ten 


to a hundred times that from an accident 
to a conventional nuclear piant. 

Beyond that peril, the report cited the 
hazards usually brought up by those who 
have been criticized as overly fearful; the 
tisk of attacks on such installations in war 
or in totally unexpected raids by terrorists; 
the use of stolen plutonium for blackmail: 
the vastly increased police powers that would 
he needed to protect against such dangers, 
and, not least, the diverting of funds to this 
enormously expensive source of energy at 
the cost of developing sources not only 
cheaper but safer. 

Long overdue is a special commission in 
this country— one that. going beyond the 
scope of Sir Brian’s group. would evaluate 
the entire question of energy sources. Even. 
with conservation, which with convinced 


government leadership could. go far to reduce . 


the urgency of the problem. additional 
energy will no doubt impose strains on the 
environment and possibly on other aspects 
of society as well. It is time that a pres- 
tigious body of Americans—including econ- 
omists, industrialists, environmentalists and 
philosophers as well as scientists—examined 
this crucial question without bias. Such a 
body might well point dispassionately to the 
best road to follow at the lowest social cost.

President Ford deliberately and quite 
effectively drove home the image of Carter 
as the descendant of the Democratic big 
spenders; Carter equaily effectively fell back 
on his record in governmental stream- 
lining as governor of Georgia But relief 
from fatigue came only when Carter de- 
parted from the statisticians course long 
enough to speak with humane concern 
about the plight of the unemployed and the 
poor. 

Tt was finally in his summation that Carter 
offered a glimpse of what many Americans 
had undoubtedly hoped the debates might 
offer. In contrast to President Ford's banal- 
ities, Carter spoke of the need to regain 
“the vision of what our country can and 
ought to be.” 

Tt was at least a beginning of the real 
debate. too late to rescue the evening from 
the tide of numbing recitations. but not toa 
late to give a hint of what the two candi- 
dates really ought to be talking about. 

In the next two nationwide debates. Ford 
and Carter would do well to try to free them- 
selves from the grip of their managers and 
tacticians. and instead give the American 
people a chance to meet them as they really 
are, and to learn their broad view of the 
issues and their pallosophy. their aims, their 
hopes for the future of their country.
